The Otfawa Letter 


(By F. W. Gershaw.) 

Parliament has approved a conven- 
tion of the United Nations on the 
prevention and punishment of the | 
crime of genocide. It is a great step 
toward abolishing the law of the 
jungle in international affairs. 

What is genocide? The word is not 
in the dictionary as it is a new name 
for a very old crime. It is made up 
of two words: te Greek “genes” 
meaning clan or religious group and 
the Latin “cide” meaning to kill, or 
killing. The word was invented by 
Lemkin, a Polish national whose 
family of 49 relatives, including his 
mother and father, were wiped out 
by the Russians. In the U. N. conven- 
tion the word means any of the fole 
Jowing crimes: 

Killing members of a group. 

Causing bodily harm to members of 
@ group. 

Inflicting conditions calculated to 
bring about the destruction of a 


Imposing measures to prevent 
Disthe in a qrosp. 
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Forcibly transferring children of 
one group to another, 

As an example of the last para- 
paragraph, recently some thousands of 
Gecek children were driven across the 
border behind the Iron Curtain, 

It also resolved that those guilty 
shall be punished whether they are 
responsible rulers, public officials 
or private individuals, 

The convention came into force on 
January 12, 1951. Some 30 coun- 
ties, including Russia: and the Satel- 
ites have put forward substantial 
reservations, 

The convention is little more than 
a gesture because those accused 
must be tried in the country in which 
they live or in which the crime was 
conimitted but it shows the trend of 
modern thought and is a long step 
forward, 

One of the worst crimes in history 
would have been covered by this con- 
vention if it had been in force, was 
the murder of the people of Carthage 
by t}e Romans, ‘We shudder now in 
reading of the slaughter of ten mil- 
lion Mongols when Genghis Khan 
boasted that he could ride his horse 
without stumbling over the ruins of 
Bagdad so completely had he laid it 
in waste. 

The massacre of the Armenians is 
remembered by some and none will 
forget the genocide perpetuated on ti:e 
Jews by the degraded Nagis under 
Hitler. The records show! that. per- 
haps six million innocent men, wo- 
men and children were inhumanly 
treated by those boasting of belong- 
ing to a superior race, To Canadians, 
this convention against genocide has 
a compelling appeal and it received 
unanimous support. 


The untimely death of George VI 
brought sadness to Canadians and to 
all in Commonwealth countries. 

Equally impressive ''as been the 
evidence of affection and loyalty to 
our new Queen, Elizabeth II, 

Elizabeth I ascended the throne 
in a period of great turbulence and 
unrest. Her reign turned out to be 
a glorious golden age in our long 
history. Our earnest hope is that the 
term of office of Elizabeth II wili 
bring an equal blessing to mankind. 

We have lived in a period of two 
world wars and have seen what wars 
bring in the way of violence and de 
struction, Fascism, Communism anj 
other totalitarian experiments in 
government resulted in the concen- 
tration of great power in t)e hands of 
afew untried rulers. These rulers 
rather than the common people have 
reached out for world domination ut 
terrific costs to all, In countries of 
t}.e British Commonwealth the peo- 
ple have retained control and were 
a strong force in preserving our way 
of life. 

The Commonwealth has been re- 
ferred to as t’e only case on rezord 
of a colonial empire being trans- 
formed to an association of free na- 
tions, Tie nations are equa] in status 
and not inferior one to the other in 
any respect of their domestic or ex- 
ternal relations. 

Away back in 1919 Sir Robert 
Borden and General Smuts saw that 
in the process of development a new 
and workable basis among the na- 
tions was becoming more and more 
necessary. These two great citizens 
uged the appointment of native born 
governors general, 

Canada was the last of all the na- 
tions to adopt this course and in so 
doing there is no weakening of our 
attachment to the crown and Com- 
monwealth, It was really an indica- 
tion of the strengthening of the bonds 
by conforming to the pattern and 
recognizing the great principle of 
equality. It can now be taken for 
granted that any of the Queen’s sub- 
jects, wherever he may reside, can 
be considered worthy to repreesnt the, 
Crown if he has the qualifications 
which are consonant with the dignity 
and importance of the thigh office,

Drying of ; 
Spruce Trees 


Many spruce and other kinds of 
coniferous trees on the prairies are 
turning brown. Blue spruce and 
Scotts pine are most severely effected 
and other kinds of conifers or ncedle- 
bearing trees are suffering to a less 
degree, y 

This condition, which is.more or 
less common each year at tis sea- 
son, is usually noticable this year. 
It is caused by the evaporation of 
moisture from the leaves in late win- 
ter and early spring while the froz- 
en condition of the soil and roots 
make it impossible for the trees to 
absorb ga compensating supply of wa- 
te. During the winter the stomata 
or breathing pores in the surface of 
the leaves remain tightly closed, but 
the warm spring sunshine causes 
them to open and thus permits the 
evaporation of moisture from with- 
in the leaves and branchlets. This 
explains why browned leaves occur 
mostly on the south sides of the trees, 
Lower branches are not affected while 
buried beneath the snow, and trees 
Uhat are partly staded from direct 
sunlight usually escape injury.. The 
wrowning begins to appear before the 
snow has melted away, and becomes 
progressively more conspicuous until 
aew growth begins. 

Except in particularly severe 
zases, the trees ordinarily recover, 
nd resume their normal appearance 
ifter a new growth commences, The 
lew seasona] growth of leaves and 
Wigs begins with the expansion of 
he buds which were formed in the 
weceeding year. In their winter con- 
lition the buds:are tightly closed in 
everal layers of bud-scales which 
revent evaporation and insulate the 
lormant living tissues against the 
‘eat of the sun. 

Under favorable conditions the 
caves or needles of coniferous trees 
1ormally remain on the brano’es for 
everal years. The dying and falling 
f the oldest leaves in the interior of 
che crown is a normal annual pro- 
ess. 

It is hoped that the above explan- 
tion of the trouble wil] serve to 
illy the apprehensions of many who 
re concerned over this condition,

Hides or skins also may be brought 
back if they are hard-dried, or if 
consigned to a government-approved 
establishment for disinfecting or pro- 
cessing.

Caribou Herds 
In Hudson Bay 
Area Do Well 


CHURCHILL, Man. — Eskimos in 
the Churchill area had plenty to eat 
during the past winter.

Further back in the barren lands, 
the caribou went south in September 
and none wintered there. The trek 
back north is reported to have begun 
two months earlier than for several 
years, 

Animals were seen moving in 
smaller bands of 400 and more, in- 
stead of great herds. One herd of 
several thousand caribou was seen 
around Chesney. It took three days 
to pass that point.

Dreams of happy days spent 
at the summer cottage on the 
lake, by the sea or in the woods, 
help many a _ happy cottage 
owner through the winter 
months.

Mr. Abbott said at present the 
board cannot loan more than $5,000 
on a first mortgage, and $6,000 on 
a first and second mortgage together, 
| The new bill will increase these lim- 
jits to $10,000 and $12,000 respec- 
| tively. 

The present act limits a first 
mortgage loan to 50 per cent. of the 
actual value of land and buildings, 
and buildings are considered only to 
the extent they add to the value of 
the land as farm land, he continued. 

The new bill will increase the limit 
on a first mortgage loan to 60 per 
cent., and the limit of the first and 
second mortgage together to 70 per 
cent. of the value of the security in 
those provinces where no such secur- 
ity can be taken, he said. 

The board’s operation will also be 
enlarged by allowing second mort- 
gage loans to be used to purchase 
land, Mr. Abbott said. He felt ex- 
perience had shown the restriction 
against such use, in the present act, 
could be safely removed. 

An amendment to the act provides 
for the establishment of an advisory 
board to discuss with the farm loan 
board such questions as lending pol- 
icies, principles underlying valuation 
of farm property, and conditions af- 
fecting lending policy on loans, Mr. 
Abbott continued. 

Another amendment would trans- 
fér auditing the board’s accounts 
from a private firm to the auditor 
general of Canada. 

Mr. Abbott told G. M. Murray (L— 
Cariboo) the board’s losses had been 
very small. 

Mr. Murray said the board should 
be more generous, and make pro- 
visions for a little loss, In the Peace 
River country few loans were made 
because of the unwillingness of the 
board to take any chances, he claim- 
ed. So many papers had to be sign- 
ed by farmers getting a loan, that 
many of them felt it was not worth 
the effort, he declared.

What to serve for dessert is a 
perennial question with some home- 
makers. It is a great help to have 
a few standard recipes which may 
be varied to seem like something 
new. An example is blanc mange 
which may be plain, chocolate, cara- 
mel as the mood and the menu dic- 
tate. Another one which may be an 
old favourite with some and new to 
others is Lemon Cake-Top Pudding 
or, as it is sometimes called Baked 
Lemon Sponge. This dessert is at 
the top of the list for versatility. 
Serve it lemon-flavoured after a 
roast of pork, grape-flavoured after 
ham, pineapple or apricot flavoured 
after chicken or with the tang of 
orange after duck. 


Basic Recipe For 
Lemon Cake-Top Pudding 
tablespoon butter 
to 4, cup sugar 
tablespoons flour 
Dash of salt 
tablespoons lemon juice 
tablespoon grated lemon rind 
egg yolks, beaten 
1 cup milk 

2 egg whites 

Cream butter and sugar. Add flour, 
salt, lemon juice and grated rind. 
Add beaten egg yolks and milk. 
Fold into stiffy beaten egg whites 
and pour into greased baking dish. 
Set dish in pan of hot water and 
bake in a moderate oven, 350 deg. F., 
45 minutes or until set. Test by in- 
serting silver knife into centre of 
pudding if it comes out clean, the 
pudding is done, Serve hot or cold. 
Yield: 4 servings, For those not 
familiar with this dessert, it has a 
sponge-like top and its own sauce 
underneath, 

Variations; Follow the basic recipe 
above but in place of the milk use 
an equal quantity of one of the fol- 
lowing: grape juice, pineapple juice, 
apricot nectar, pureed canned or 
stewed apricots mixed with their 
syrup or juice (so that the puree és

People Of Strasbourg, Sask., 
Are Proud Of Their Mountain 


(By Bob Moon in The Regina Leader-Post) 
STRASBOURG, Sask.—Strasbourg’s No. 1 geographical fea- 
ture is dq mountain. Some people say it used to be called Lost 
mountain and its name somehow got changed to Last mountain. 


Although after you've been to 


Strasbourg and tried to pick it 


out you think it still should be called Lost. 


The people of Strasbourg describe 
the pinnacle as the “peak”. They say 
that on a clear day you can see 20 
towns from the top. 

On a clear day the people of Stras- 
bourg can even look out of their 
windows and see the mountain, 

Last mountain is about four miles 
north and 114 miles east of this com- 
munity, Some say the slope up to 
the peak starts right at the town. 

The rise is gradual until the top is 
reached, a couple of feet higher than 
at the start of the climb. 

On the north side the decline is 
steeper and the mountain looks more 
imposing there, 


It still can’t exactly be said to 
dominate this community physically 
but it’s left its mark on the inhabi- 
tants, 

For you can’t dismiss a feature 
that causes a town to call its main 
stem Mountain street and another 
Valley avenue. 


The long body of water 12 miles 
to the west was named Last Moun- 
tain lake. The provincial political 
constituency that Strasbourg finds 
itself in is called Last Mountain, 

A Strasbourg hotel used to be call- 
ed Last Mountain, 

Among other things there are: 

A Last Mounatin Valley school, an 
East Mount school, a Mount Hiv 
school, a Mountain Chase school, and 
an East Mount Baptist church, 

W. A. Richardson, the editor of 
the Mountaineer, Strasbourg’s week- 
ly newspaper, will tell you how his’ 
paper got its name. 

They were standing around the 
hotel back in the early 1900's and 
wondering what to call the paper. 

Someone ‘suggested Mountaineer 
and the name stuck. Naturally.

Keep Cash In 
The Community 


(Editorial in The Valley Citizen, 
- Rose Valley, Sask.) 


As more country roads get a 
coat of gravel, as more highways 
are hard-topped, the trend toward 
civilization not only continues, but 
grows apace. As roads improve 
and automobiles each year seem 
to be designed for a little more 
mileage per gallon of gasoline, 
more people head for the city to 
do their weekly shopping. 

The trend is a natural one, for 
nothing begets a crowd so quickly 
as a crowd, Often the selection 
in city stores is wider than that 
offered in the home-town stores; 
sometimes prices are a little low- 
er, for city transactions usually 
are cash transactions. 

But those who go gaily to the 
city to spend their cash, might 
reflect on the fact that seldom if 
ever do they see the fellow who 
gets their cash driving out to 
their hometown to make a little 
payment on their sidewalks, on 
their schools, or to help support 
their church and other institutions, 
without which life in their own 
hometown simply would not be up 
to much, Small town activities 
in the sports line, in the local 
community are supported by 
their local merchants, who have 
a very real stake in their home- 
town and in the local institutions. 

So let's give the too often ma- 
ligned local merchant an oppor- 


tunity to fill our orders, If he can- 
not compete both in price and 
quality with the city merchant, 
he will tell us so, When times 
were less prosperous it was he 
who financed the needy, he kept 
the essential of life available to 
those who did not have the cash. 
No doubt he would do it again, if 
necessary. Gratitude seems lack- 
ing in those who dash away else- 
where to shop when they have 
some ready cash to spend, 

A dollar spent in our own com- 
munity circulates in our own com- 
munity and thus its value is en- 
hanced, It's a chicken which 
comes home to roost; Whereas 
the dollar spent in distant parts 
usually stays elsewhere. To all 
intents and purposes as far as 
the local community is concerned, 
it’s dead as dodo.

Farmer Gets 
Valuable Oil 
Rights In Error 


CALGARY. — Farmer Anton 
Turta now owns mineral rights 
valued at well over $1,000,000 
on his quarter-section of land in 
the Leduc district because of a 
mistake made in the land titles 
office in 1908. 

This was the decision of Mr. Jus- 
tice W. G. Egbert in a judgment 
handed down here, Mr, Turta won 
his case against the Canadian Pacific 
railways and Imperial Oil limited, 

The involved legal dispute was 
tried in Alberta supreme court in 
Edmonton last January. The prop- 
erty involved is in the heart of the 
Leduc oil field and at present is sur- 
rounded by scores of producing wells, 

Briefly, the circumstances are that 
in 1908 the title to the land was 
transferred to Mike Podgorny, re- 
Serving coal and petroleum to the 
C.P.R. At that time, an error was 
made in the land titles office and the 
title read “reserving unto the C.P.R. 
all coal.” 

The wording remained the same 
when Mr, Turta took over half the 
property in 1911 and the remainder 
in 1918, 

An attempt was made in 1943 to 
correct the original error and the 
wording of the title was changed by 
adding the words “and petroleum”, 
This made the title read “reserving 
unto the C.P.R. all coal and petro- 
leum.” 

The court disput. was mainly over 
two points—whether or not the reg~ 
istrar of land titles had the right 
to make the correction, and to de- 
cide who actually owned the petro- 
leum rights, 

Mr. Justice Egbert ruled that the 
plaintiff, Mr. Turta, “is entitled to 
the relief he seeks,” and that the 
words “and petroleum” which were 
added, to the title do not have any 
effect, 

Court officials said the action may 
be extremely important in determin- 
ing the effect of the Torrens system 
of land titles, 

Under the system, originated in 
Australia in the middle of the 19th 
century, the existing title on a piece 
of property has been considered to 
be absolute, In other words, when 


‘a piece of land is purchased the pur- 


chaser is entitled to everything not 
reserved in the title. 

The Torrens system has been in 
effect in Alberta since it was incor- 
porated as a province.

Kill Those Weeds With 2.4-D 


The use of 2,4-D for the control 
of weeds in grain crops has become 
an established farm practice in the 
Prairie Provinces. Owing to unfav- 
orable weather conditions, however, 
many farmers were prevented from 
doing a first-class job of killing 
weeds in 1951. Consequently, the 
control of weeds in growing crops 
is likely to be a problem of major 
importance in Western Canada this 
summer. The most effective solu- 
tion to this problem lies in the 
proper use of 2,4-D. 

The Weeds. 2,4-D is an effective 
killer of many annual brond-leaved 
weeds, As most annual weeds are 
more easily killed when they are 
young and in a condition of vigor- 
ous growth, early treatment is 
essential. Many perennial weeds 
too can be controlled with 2,4-D, 
but eradication is often difficult. 
Treating them during the active 
growing stage—gencrally near the 
bud stage-—gives best results, 

The Crops. Crops, like weeds, 
respond in a different way to treat- 
ment with 2,4-D. For best results, 
treat your wheat and barley crops 
just as soon as they have reached 
the 3-leaf stage, or when the leaves 
are 6 inches long. They can then 
be treated until they have reached 
the early shot-blade (boot) e, 
Wheat and barley should not 
treated from the boot stage to the 
fully-headed stage. Above all, avoid 
treating barley when the plants are 
very young or in the late boot to 
pre-heading stage. With oats there 
are two danger periods. Don’t treat 
oats with 2,4-D when the plants 
are from 6 to 12 inches in height, 
nor when they are in the boot to 
the early milk stage. Treat flax 
just as soon as weed growth war- 
rants, providing the plants have 
formed 3 or 4 leaves. Don’t treat 
flax after the plants have reached 
the early bud stage. 

Follow carefully the rates of 
2,4-D application given on your 
2,4-D container. Treat early for 
best results. Order your supplies 
now and be ready to fight weeds 
with 2,4-D in 1952. :
